Like our 
Long Beach sales in previous years, this offering is chockful of collectible coins at just about every level of 
affordability. We hope you appreciate not only their rarity and quality, but also the incredible periods in history 
that they highlight. 


From the dawn of coinage, the 770-coin selection of Ancients in our Signature® Floor and Internet sessions 
is one of the most comprehensive Heritage has yet offered, many of them from a wonderful old collection 
assembled in the 1960s-80s comprising a virtual survey of the Greek world. Among the many highlights of our 
Greek offering are several splendid ssa of early Italo-Greek incuse coinage from Metapontum, Croton 
and Sybaris; a remarkable run of Athens “owl” tetradrachms of superb quality, and an exceptional selection 
of early electrum coinage from Lesbos, ee and lonia. Roman coinage is nobly represented by exceptional 
gold aurei of Julius Caesar, Trajan, Nero, Hadrian, Antoninus Pius, Faustina Senior, Lucius Verus (including 
a spectacular Gem MS specimen), Gordian III, and solidi of a host of late Roman emperors and empresses. 
Closing out the Ancient world is an impressive run of Byzantine gold solidi spanning the sixth through twelfth 
centuries AD. 


Turning to the modern world, please note the impressive diversity in this auction, with selections from 160+ 
countries. Without question, the offering of Swiss coins, anchored by part two of the incredibly comprehensive 
Redwood Collection, stands out. With well over 350 Swiss coins represented between the Signature Floor and 
Internet Sessions, and selections spanning every collecting niche, chances are good you'll find that elusive 
date or long-sought superb-quality example in the following pages. Notable highlights include a rarely seen 
1796-dated duplone from Lucerne, graded by NGC, as well as an extremely rare 100 francs mule in white 
medal combining the classic 100 francs “Helvetia” obverse from the 1925 100 francs emission with the Fribourg 
shooting festival type of 1934. 


Other noteworthy collections include the F.P. Briand Collection of French Colonial Issues that contains not only 
coin rarities, but numerous captivating token and medallic emissions as well. While many items are certainly 
deserving of mention, the crowning jewel from Mr. Briand’s collection is a marvelous dual-country presentation 
essai set from 1948 that is quite likely unique in its composition. Another section that deserves mention is the 
group of 100+ Brazilian medals that can be found after the Brazilian coins in the catalog. Comprising selections 
from numerous consignors, this group offers a rarely paralleled window into many of the most important events 
in the early history of independent Brazil. 


Individual highlights include an extremely rare 1613-dated klippe 1 % taler from Pomerania-Stettin, of which 
only two are known; also, an astounding one-year Mexican 8 escudos issue of Charles III with the Order of the 
Golden Fleece on his chest. Finally, an elusive 1922 Australian sovereign from the Melbourne mint, graded 
MS63+ by PCGS, should excite the many impassioned date collectors of this challenging series. 


We certainly hope that you'll join us in Long Beach for the sale, and we certainly encourage you to introduce 
yourself. While collecting has many rewards, we've found the greatest of them are the people we've met on 


the journey.

From the time he became king of Epirus in 319 BC, the handsome 
and charismatic Pyrrhus had designs of emulating Alexander 
the Great's career of conquest. An opportunity came in 280 BC, 
when the city of Tarentum in southern Italy sought his assistance 
in resisting Rome. Landing in Italy with his army and several war 
elephants, he marched against the Roman consul Publius Valerius 
Laevinus and defeated him near Heraclea. Though the disciplined 
Epirote army terrified the Romans, they put up a bitter struggle. 
Pyrrhus won a second, even more costly victory at Ausculum in 
279 BC, after which he is said to have remarked, “another such 
‘victory’ and I am finished!” Thus was born the phrase ‘“Pyrrhic 
victory,” a battle won at such cost that it might as well be a defeat. 
The presence of Pyrrhus in southern Italy and Sicily soon became 
an occupation, with the hosting cities forced to strike coins to pay 
the army. This attractive gold piece of Metapontum is one such 
issue, displaying an appropriately militant helmeted male head 
(Leucippus, founder of Metapontum) of exceptional style.

Metapontum traced its founding to the 7th century BC, when an 
Achaean adventurer named Leucippus and his followers put down 
roots on a fertile plain on the instep of the Italian boot. The city so 
flourished that its people were said to have dedicated a “golden 
harvest,” probably a golden sheaf of barley, at the great temple 
of Delphi. Demeter, goddess of the grain harvest, was patroness 
of the city and her image and symbology figure prominently on 
the city’s coinage. Virtually all of Metapontum’s coins bear the 
symbol of Demeter, a barley ear with the grains arranged in six 
or seven rows. The earliest issues of the city, ca. 525 BC, feature 
the grain ear on both sides of the coin, in relief on one side and in 
incuse on the other.

The silver tetradrachms of Leontini show a notable progress 
of artistic styles throughout the fifth century, beginning with 
archaic depictions of a walking quadriga similar to issues of 
Sicily, to a highly stylized Apollo head of a “mannerist” style, to 
the final evolution seen with this beautiful issue of circa 430-435 
BC, depicting Apollo in a highly refined and naturalistic form. 
Leontini's reliance on agriculture instead of sea trade is reflected 
on the barley corns surrounding the central lion on the reverse.

In 279 BC, the Celtic Gauls swept down into Thrace and Asia 
Minor, defeating most the Greek armies sent to stop them with 
ease.

The impressive cast bronzes of Olbia on the Black Sea in many 
ways presaged the development of the Aes Grave coinage in 
Italy, although the regions were separated by more than 1,000 
miles. Olbia, a colony of Miletus located at the junction of the 
Hyspanis and Borysthenes rivers in the wilds of Scythia, grew 
prosperous on trade between the nomadic Scythians and the 
Greeks. It employed a unique form of coinage consisting of cast 
bronzes of various sizes and shapes. The smallest Olbian bronzes 
were made in the shape of dolphins; larger denominations bore a 
facing gorgon’s head backed by a sea eagle clutching a dolphin. 
Like the early Romans, the Olbians apparently traded these 
pieces at “true,” as opposed to token value, meaning the largest 
denominations were truly immense and heavy, as seen with this 
extraordinary piece.

Ajax the Lesser, depicted on the reverse of this attractive type, 
hailed from Locris Opuntia and led a flotilla of 40 ships during 
the Trojan War. Upon Troy’s fall, he was alleged by Odysseus 
to have violated a sanctuary of Athena by ravishing Cassandra, 
thus bringing the wrath of Athena down upon himself and his 
countrymen. Ajax himself perished on the return voyage, and 
the rest of the Opuntians reached home only with great diffi- 
culty. Nevertheless, they annually honored their former leader by 
launching a ship fitted with black sails and laden with gifts, which 
was then set alight.

The career of Mithradates VI resembles that of Saddam Hussein 
in that he was a consistent thorn in the side of the world’s domi- 
nant power for decades, despite numerous defeats, until finally 
cornered and brought low in a titanic and costly war. Soon after 
coming to power in the relative backwater of Pontus, Mithradates 
showed signs of an ambition that the borders of his small 
kingdom could not contain. Frustrated that Rome controlled 
most of the territories he had marked out for conquest, he cannily 
observed the growing resentment that greedy Roman business- 
men and magistrates were earning in Asia Minor and portrayed 
himself as the means by which the Greek world would gain its 
vengeance and freedom. He invaded Rome’s Asia Province in 
S8 BC and massacred 80,000 Italian residents. He next invaded 
Greece proper, but was met there and defeated by Roman legions 
under Sulla. A revolution in Rome, however, forced Sulla to cut 
a quick deal with Mithradates and return to Italy. A decade later, 
Mithradates was at it again, attacking the Roman protectorate 
of Bithynia and drawing a response from the general Lucullus. 
Again Mithradates suffered humiliating defeat and again he 
slipped away to fight another day. The end finally came in 63 BC 
when, cornered at last by Pompey the Great, Mithradates fell on 
his sword to avoid capture. Mithradates’ coinage deliberately 
evokes the memory of Alexander the Great, depicting himself as a 
semi-divine conqueror in the same mold. They represent the last 
great example of Hellenistic portraiture, and as such are highly 
prized.

Heracles was the product of one of Zeus’s many liaisons with 
mortal women, this time with with a tall beauty named Alcmene. 
Zeus visited Alcmene in the guise of her husband Amphytriton 
of Thebes; Amphytriton also returned from the wars that same 
evening and impregnated Alcmene with another child, Iphicles. 
As a permanent reminder of the god’s infidelity, Heracles won 
the eternal enmity of Zeus’s wife Hera, which Alcmene attempt- 
ed to mollify by naming the boy Heracles in her honor. Later, 
Alcmene tried to expose the child, but he was found and brought 
to Olympus by his half-sister Athena. Hera did not recognize the 
infant and nursed him out of pity; he sucked so hard Hera pulled 
away in surprise, and the spray of her milk across the heavens 
created the Milky Way. Later, Athena smuggled the boy back 
to his earthly mother, who raised him. But when he was eight 
months old, Hera made one more attempt on his life, sending two 
giant serpents to strangle both Heracles and his twin half-brother 
Iphicles.

The city of Rhodes on its eponymous island was a relatively late 
foundation, formed in 408 BC by the union of Ialussus, Camirus 
and Lindus. Its strategic position on an island between Europe 
and Asia Minor assured its prosperity and growing importance 
as a naval power. In 305 BC, Rhodes allied itself with Ptolemy I 
of Egypt against Antigonus I and his son, Demetrius, who quickly 
attacked the city and placed it under a titanic siege. Despite 
employing the most imposing artillery and siege engines yet 
seen, Demetrius was forced to give up the siege by the timely 
arrival of a relief force sent by Ptolemy. The Rhodians sold off the 
abandoned siege equipment for 300 talents, and used the money 
to build a gigantic statue of the city’s patron god, Apollo-Helios. 
Designed by the brilliant sculptor Chares of Lindos, the statue 
was composed of bronze plates attacked to an iron frame and 
stood 98 feet tall atop a 50-foot base. The head of Helios on the 
colossus was no doubt inspired by the imagery found on the coins 
of Rhodes, which since the city’s founding had featured facing 
heads of the solar deity in a range of extraordinary styles, includ- 
ing the beautiful specimen seen here.

The Kingdom of Elymais flourished as a sub-monarchy along 
the upper portion of the Persian Gulf from 188 BC to AD 222, 
at times autonomous from, and subject to, the Seleucid and 
Parthian Kingdoms.

The reign of Ptolemy V, who became king at the age of six, 
ushered in a period of great difficulty for the Ptolemaic kingdom. 
Realizing that Ptolemy and his advisors were ineffectual, Philip 
V of Macedon and the Seleukid king, Antiochos III, entered into 
a pact to carve up the Ptolemaic dominions outside of Egypt. 
Additionally, there were native revolts under the leadership of 
secessionist pharaohs of Upper Egypt, as recorded on the famous 
Rosetta Stone. Numismatically the most notable development of 
the reign is Ptolemy V’s use of his own youthful portrait on his 
tetradrachms, temporarily replacing of the monotonous but tradi- 
tional portrait of Ptolemy I. All of the portrait coinage appears to 
have been struck at a Phoenician mint. This type with no reverse 
control marks appears to be extremely rare as neither Svoronos 
nor Merkholm record examples in their corpora, although exam- 
ples struck from this obverse die (identifiable by the minor die 
crack on the neck and left field) are shown by Morkholm. Only 
one other example of this variety has been offered by any major 
auction house in the past 15+ years.

The traditional attribution of this well-known type holds that 
it depicts Diodotus I, the first king of independent Bactria, but 
gives the name of the concurrent Seleucid King, Antiochus II 
Theos. Under this interpretation, the coin represents the Bactrian 
Kingdom’s transition from being the largest and furthest-flung 
province of the Seleucid Kingdom to full independence under 
Diodotus, who later (after about 235 BC) struck coins naming 
himself as king, or Basileus. A more recent theory put forth 
by historian Jens Jakobsson in Numismatic Chronicle (2010) 
posits that “Antiochus Nicator” was an entirely different ruler 
of Bactria, probably a son of Diodotus I, who ruled concurrently 
with his father and brother Diodotus IT, perhaps ca. 235-220 BC. 
However, Brian Kritt examines this theory in his new publication, 
“New Discoveries In Bactrian Numismatics” (CNG &, 2015), and 
finds that many of the die links used to support the “Antiochus 
Nicator” theory are either false or incorrectly sequenced. Kritt 
concludes that the earlier attribution to Diodotus I is most likely 
correct.

The identity of the obverse portrait is something of a mystery, but 
the most likely candidate is a Praetor Lucius Livineius Regulus, 
probably the moneyer’s father, who was one of Caesar’s backers 
and partners in the 50s and 40s BC. The scene on the back is one 
type of popular entertainment that praetors (an office just below 
that of Consul) were supposed to present — a beast-fighting 
scene in the arena. While gladiators fought other men, besti- 
arii were a special class of combatant who fought and killed wild 
animals such as lions, bears and tigers for the public’ enjoyment. 
Some were criminals sentenced to the arena to die damnatio ad 
bestia (as were many Christians a century or more later), while 
others were free men (and occasionally women) who fought vol- 
untarily for glory and money.

Cleopatra VII was in Rome when her backer and lover, Julius 
Caesar, was murdered on March 15, 44 BC. She quickly returned 
to Alexandria, where she tried to stay out of the Civil War that 
erupted between Caesar's assassins and his supporters, led by 
Marc Antony and Octavian. Her neutrality prompted Triumvir 
Antony to summon her to a meeting at Tarsus in 41 BC. Once 
again, a powerful Roman succumbed to Cleopatra’s charms, 
and within a year she had borne Antony twins, a boy and a girl. 
In 37 BC, Cleopatra provided money and supplies in support 
of Antony’s abortive invasion of Parthia and a punitive raid on 
Armenia the following year. In 34 BC came the “donations of 
Alexandria,” an elaborate celebration in which Antony bestowed 
most of Rome’s eastern possessions upon her and her children 
by Caesar and Antony. Our silver denarius was likely struck in 
Alexandria for this occasion, to pay the Roman soldiers under 
Antony’s command, and has the remarkable feature of depict- 
ing Cleopatra, a foreign queen, on the obverse, while Antony 
was relegated to the reverse. This can only have added to the 
growing consternation in Rome over Antony's growing devotion 
to Cleopatra and his adoption of “barbaric” Egyptian customs. 
His triumviral partner, Octavian, whipped up discontent and 
induced the Senate to declare war on Egypt in 32 BC. Antony 
fought a lethargic campaign and suffered a heavy naval defeat at 
Actium in September, 31 BC, after which he and Cleopatra fled 
to Egypt. On Octavian’s approach in 30 BC, Antony committed 
suicide and Cleopatra followed suit days later, utilizing the poi- 
sonous bite of the sacred asp.

Marciana, Trajan’s sister, and her daughter Matidia lived in 
the Imperial palace during his reign and were also honored on 
Trajan’s coinage. Together with his wife Plotina, this circle of 
females is credited by some with influencing Trajan’s reforms of 
taxation and the establishment of a welfare scheme to help the 
poor (Alimentia). Upon her death on 29 August AD 112, Marciana 
was formally deified and honored with this attractive denarius 
issue, depicting an eagle bearing a scepter (signifying Marciana’s 
soul?) to the heavens. The scepter in this reverse type should thus 
not be regarded as a horizontal groundline dictating the orienta- 
tion of the type, but should be viewed diagonally upwards at an 
angle of about 45 degrees.

Though famously frugal, Antoninus Pius was not above maintain- 
ing his popularity by regular cash disbursements to the Roman 
populace (congiaria), personified by the goddess Liberalitas, who 
is Shown here holding an object described variously as an abacus 
and a scoop for distributing coins. A congiarium is recorded 
at the outset of his reign, two more occurred in the period AD 
140-143, a fourth was recorded in D 145, and a fifth occurred 
in AD 147 or 148, for which this aureus was struck. Tiberius is 
recorded to have given the first Imperial cash distribution, of 300 
sesterces; Nero later upped the amount to 400, an amount which 
could have been given in the form of four gold aurei or 100 silver 
denarii.

The ‘Victory’ celebrated on this aureus, over the Parthians in a 
long and difficult war AD 162-168, ended up being a Pyrrhic one 
for the Romans, as the returning Legions brought with them a 
virulent plague which quickly spread through most of the Roman 
Empire and devastated its population. The “Antonine Plague,” 
also called the “Plague of Galen” after the famous physician who 
strove mightily against it, is now thought to have been smallpox 
or possibly measles. Europeans seemingly had no exposure to 
the illness before and died in enormous numbers. While not as 
devastating as the later Plague of Justinian or the Black Death 
of the 14th century, it seems to have severely depopulated vast 
regions and helped bring about the economic stagnation and 
external invasion that eventually brought down the Western 
Roman Empire.

Late in AD 136, the Emperor Hadrian adopted a handsome, but 
otherwise undistinguished aristocrat named Lucius Aurelius 
Commodus as his intended successor, giving him the name Aelius 
Caesar. The new heir already had a seven-year-old son, who 
received the name Lucius Verus, and the boy’s place in the dynas- 
tic succession seemed secure. But Aelius died of consumption 
only 16 months later, forcing Hadrian to adopt as his replace- 
ment another, rather more qualified senator, Antoninus Pius. 
Antoninus in turn adopted Lucius Verus and another youth of 
a good Spanish family, Marcus Aurelius; it is widely assumed 
that he was following Hadrian’s wishes that both young men 
eventually succeed to the throne. After Hadrian’s death, however, 
Antoninus kept young Lucius in the background while he showed 
Marcus every preferment. Probably he sensed that Lucius, while 
handsome and charming, was something of a lightweight and that 
the sober Marcus was better suited to the burden of government. 
Nevertheless, when Antoninus died in March, AD 161, Marcus 
Aurelius insisted that the Senate also grant Lucius Verus the title 
of Augustus, for the first time giving the Empire two theoretically 
coequal rulers. Marcus also betrothed his daughter Lucilla to 
Lucius, further cementing their family ties. This stunning gold 
aureus was issued at the beginning of the historic joint reign, its 
reverse showing the two new emperors cordially clasping hands 


and bearing a legend celebrating the “harmony of our emperors.”

An enduring mystery is the excellent quality of the Roman coinage 
of Gordian I and IT, whose reign totaled 21 days, during which 
neither emperor left North Africa. Despite their brief production 
run, coins of Gordian I and II are notable for their fine portrai- 
ture and careful quality control. Both portraits are distinctive, 
carefully engraved, and clearly modeled on the actual rulers. 
There seems to have been no “interim phase” during which the 
imperial portrait was simply a modified version of the predeces- 
sor (as with Trajan and Maximinus I, both of whom were absent 
from Rome when raised to the purple). Two possibilities suggest 
themselves: (1) The “spontaneous” revolt of the Gordians in 
Africa had actually been carefully planned in advance, with coin 
dies prepared in secret from busts provided to the mint workers 
by their backers in the Senate; (2) the production of coins for 
Gordian I and II extended well beyond their brief reign, perhaps 
running concurrently with the coinage of Balbinus, Pupienus and 
Gordian III as Caesar, allowing time for proper effigies of the 
deceased rulers to be provided to the mint.

This attractive gold aureus illustrates the monetary crisis about 
to engulf the Roman Empire. It’s weight of 5.24 grams is only 3/4 
the weight of aurei issued during the Severan era, and points to 
the shortage of precious metals caused by a worsening spiral of 
inflation and debasement. Silver was also in short supply, which 
caused the venerable silver denarius to be driven out of circula- 
tion by its inflationary cousin, the antoninianus. Portraiture 
and overall workmanship were still of a high standard, however, 
and the youth and innocence of Gordian are quite evident in his 
obverse image.

Rare coins bearing a youthful male portrait with the inscription 
DIVO NIGRINIANO have long puzzled numismatists and histori- 
ans, who could find no mention of any prince of this name in the 
historical sources. The discovery in the early 1900s of an inscrip- 
tion naming Nigrinian as a grandson of the Emperor Carus 
(AD 282-283) narrowed down the possibilities to Carus’ two 
sons, Carinus or Numerian, both of whom ruled jointly with their 
father and by themselves after his death. Given that Nigrinian’s 
posthumous coinage is confined to the Rome mint, it seems the 
most likely candidate for his father is Carinus, who presided over 
the West from Rome, while Numerian’s brief reign was spent in 
the East. The coins of the deified Nigrinian boast some of the 
finest numismatic portraiture from this troubled era. The youth 
is shown here “heroically nude” and with one shoulder raised, 
perhaps indicating it was modeled on a statue of Nigrinian in an 
oratorical pose.

The personal history of Domitius Domitianus and the circum- 
stances of his attempted usurpation in Egypt remain obscure. All 
that is known for certain is that early in Diocletian’s Tetrarchy, 
Egypt attempted to break away from the Empire, perhaps spurred 
by Roman military setbacks against Persia in AD 296. Historical 
records name the leader of the revolt as a certain Aurelius 
Achilleus, but it is uncertain whether this rebel is one in the same 
as Domitianus, or a supporter of his, or perhaps even a general 
who instigated the revolt and selected Domitianus as a figure- 
head ruler. In addition to billon folles such as this one on the 
regular imperial denominational system, Domitianus also struck 
coins on the old Egyptian standard, all of them dated “Year 
Two,” suggesting the revolt lasted longer than a year. In any case, 
Diocletian undertook to crush the rebellion in mid-AD 297 and 
stormed Alexandria after a bitter siege.

Youngest son of Constantine the Great, Flavius Julius Constans 
was born between AD 320 and 323. After the death of Constantine, 
Constans at first received only Italy and Africa as his sphere, but 
at a conference late in AD 337, his realm was enlarged to include 
the Balkan territories and Thrace, including the prestigious 
capital of Constantinople. These had been under the control of 
Constantius II, with whom Constans formed an alliance to thwart 
the dominance of their senior, Constantine II. Angered by their 
collusion, Constantine II invaded Italy in the spring of AD 340, 
but fell into an ambush and perished. In the territorial redistri- 
bution, Constans ended up controlling the entire Roman West, 
including Spain, Gaul, Germany and Britain. At first, he ruled 
with energy and ability, dealing the Franks a series of defeats in 
AD 341-342 and conducting operations in Britain along Hadrian’s 
Wall in AD 343. As time went on, Constans sank into indolence 
and depravity, worse for his own security, he showed open con- 
tempt for the soldiery, on whom his power rested. In January of 
AD 350, a cabal of senior officers rebelled and hailed the general 
Magnentius as emperor. Constans attempted to flee toward Spain, 
but was overtaken and executed.

Magnentius is often described as a barbarian and a pagan, 
but this probably represents a hostile Constantinian tradition. 
His father was a British Roman citizen, while his mother was 
Frankish, but Magnentius’ loyalty to the empire was never in 
doubt and he enjoyed a successful career in the Roman army. A 
cabal of military men fed up with Constans’ listless rule selected 
Magnentius to lead a coup, which proved successful in the short 
term, but ultimately led to a disastrous civil war with Constantius 
IT, emperor of the East.

Theodosius I “The Great” was the last man to rule the entire 
Roman Empire. Born in Spain in AD 346, his father was a power- 
ful general in the Roman army under the emperor Valentinian 
I (AD 364-375). The younger Theodosius entered the army 
as a young man and won rapid advancement, but a period of 
disgrace followed the execution of his father for high treason 
in AD 376. Theodosius retired to his Spanish estates, but the 
disastrous battle of Adrianople in AD 378 brought about his 
recall. Gratian, emperor of the West, appointed Theodosius 
as co-Augustus in January of 379, tasking him with quelling 
the Gothic revolt. Years of arduous campaigning forced the 
Goths into relative submission in AD 382. In January of AD 
383, Theodosius proclaimed his six-year-old son Arcadius as co- 
emperor, but in the same year Gratian was slain by the usurper 
Magnus Maximus. Civil war broke out in AD 388, when Maximus 
invaded Italy and Theodosius moved west to meet and defeat him. 
Theodosius remained in Italy for three more years to settle affairs 
and returned to Constantinople in AD 391, but the usurpation 
of Eugenius brought about another destructive civil war in AD 
394. Again, Theodosius won the day, and remained supreme over 
both halves of the Empire until his premature death in January of 
AD 395. A zealous Catholic, Theodosius issued numerous edicts 
against paganism, leading later church authorities to hail him as 
“the Great.”

Aelia Pulcheria was the daughter, sister and wife to three dif- 
ferent East Roman emperors. Born circa AD 398 to Arcadius 
and Aelia Eudoxia, she had a more forceful and dominating 
personality than her timid younger brother, Theodosius II. When 
Arcadius died in AD 408 and Theodosius ascended the throne at 
the age of seven, Pulcheria became her brother’s protector. In 
AD 414 the Senate declared her Augusta, or Empress, whereupon 
she dismissed the Praetorian prefects and took over the regency 
herself. She declared her intent to remain a virgin, possibly to 
avoid a political marriage and an end to her independent power. 
The Imperial Palace came to resemble a convent, with Pulcheria 
playing the Mother Superior. She saw to it Theodosius learned 
how to look, act, and perform rituals like an Emperor; however 
he lacked backbone, which she had to provide. Under her guid- 
ance the East Roman Empire intervened in the West and installed 
her nephew, Valentinian III, on the throne (AD 424-425); while to 
the East, a brief war against Persia was successfully prosecuted 
(AD 421). In the 430s her influence was temporarily eclipsed 
by Theodosius’ brilliant and beautiful wife Aelia Eudocia, who 
fostered a brief swerve toward Pagan philosophy and learn- 
ing. However, Pulcheria engineered adultery charges against 
Eudocia and forced her exile. When Theodosius was killed in 
a riding accident in AD 450, Pulcheria briefly ruled as sole 
empress before bowing to demands that she marry and thus chose 
a suitable man to rule as Augustus. She wisely chose the lowborn 
but capable Marcian, who proved to be the strong, even-handed 
ruler the Empire needed. Pulcheria died in AD 453, having kept 
her vows of virginity and defense of her Imperial dynasty for a 
half-century.

Upon his return to power, Justinian II immediately resumed 
his innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. 
The new sacred image, however, was distinctly different from 
the “classic” Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly 
hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and 
medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories 
have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, 
but it remains mysterious. At any rate young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of 
the iconoclastic era in the late 9th century AD that Christ would 
again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert 
to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian II's first 
reign.

Despite his numerous victories over foreign foes, Leo III is 
chiefly known for introducing the policy of iconoclasm, or the 
destruction of sacred images. His efforts to enforce his beliefs 
on an unwilling clergy and populace became a true persecution 
late in his reign, and were even more zealously carried out by his 
son and successor, Constantine V, whose long reign was marked 
by further military success abroad and heavy-handed repression 
within. Constantine's enemies nicknamed him Copronymus, i.e. 
“named in dung,” because he had allegedly fouled his baptismal 
fountain. But his generalship proved outstanding against both 
the Arabs and the Bulgarians, whom he crushed at the battle of 
Anchialos in AD 763. The iconoclast controversy created discord 
throughout the Byzantine world for more than a century and 
counteracted many of the reforms and military victories achieved 
by father and son. Still, their efforts ensured the empire’s survival 
and paved the way for the great Macedonian Renaissance in the 
following century.

A Macedonian peasant, Basil came to Constantinople as a young 
man seeking his fortune, and can hardly have done any better. 
Despite having no education or money, he parlayed an appoint- 
ment as a groom in the Imperial stables into a friendship with 
the Emperor Michael IIIT “The Drunkard,” who appointed him 
co-emperor in May of AD 866. Basil next contrived the murder 
of the powerful Caesar Bardas, then, in September of 867, he 
did away with Michael himself. Once installed as uncontested 
ruler, he proved himself as gifted as he was cunning, crafty and 
ruthless. He continued the military expansion begun by his prede- 
cessors and dealt the Arabs and Slavs several heavy defeats while 
consolidating and strengthening the empire’s new frontiers. He 
is shown here with his eldest and favorite son Constantine, who, 
predeceased him in AD 879.

The son of Romanus IT, Basil IT theoretically inherited the purple 
at the age of five in when his father died in AD 963; however he 
was overshadowed by regents and co-emperors until AD 976. He 
had to fight off several challenges to his rule and was not fully 
secure until AD 989. The experience made a hard, austere man 
of him. Monastic in tastes and militant in manners, he never 
married and devoted his whole reign to administering the state 
and leading armies into battle. He expended enormous efforts 
toward destroying the Bulgarian menace once and for all. At the 
Battle of Kleidion in 1014, he acquired his nickname “Bulgar— 
slayer” (Bulgaroktonos) when he captured and blinded 15,000 
Bulgarians; the Bulgarian Tsar Samuel died of despair when 
he beheld the fate his men. The Fatamids and Arabs also felt his 
wrath and he oversaw the annexation of Georgia to the Empire. 
He kept wealthy aristocrats on a short leash and favored peas- 
ants and small farmers, backbone of the army. By Basil’s death in 
1025, the medieval Byzantine Empire had reached its greatest size, 
power and prestige.

The medals and decorations 
draws the rich history of Brazil from its independence in 1822 to the declaration of 
the republic in 1889.

The joyous occasion seemed 
an apt time for a wedding, and Demetrius, following the lead of 
the Ptolemies of Egypt, likely chose as his bride his own sister 
Laodice, like himself the daughter of Seleucus IV. She had previ- 
ously been married to Perseus, King of Macedon 179-168 BC, by 
whom she had at least three children, all of whom were captured 
by the Romans after the battle of Pydna, paraded in triumph 
through the streets of Rome, and kept in Italy as hostages for the 
rest of their lives. Laodice seems to have escaped capture and 
returned to the Seleucid Kingdom during the reign of her brother 
Antiochis IV Epiphanes (175-164 BC). It is not certain she is the 
Laodice who married Demetrius tin 161 BC and is depicted on 
the wedding tetradrachms, but there is no other obvious candi- 
date. She bore Demetrius another three sons, two of whom would 
rule the Seleucid Kingdom as Demetrius II and Antiochus VII. 
Laodice suffered the same fate as her brother-husband, capture 
and execution, when the usurper Alexander Balas seized the 
throne in 150 BC.

In either case the Auctioneer may 
offset amount of its claim against any monies owing to the Bidder or secure its claim against any of 
the Bidder’s properties held by the Auctioneer..
